Bacon Says He Fought to Have 
the $2 Duty on Lumber Put 
in Dingley LawBurdens 
and the Benefits of the 
Tariff Taxes Should Be 
Equalized. me

Washington, March 30.—(Special.j— 
Senator Bacop believes the present 
duty of $2 a thousand on lumber should 
be retained in the new tariff bill, He 
supports that position with vigorous 
arguments, ang takes the ground that 
it is the application of the democratic 
doctrine of equal rights to all. 

A tariff that will equalize to all both 
its burdens and its benefits, a uniform 
revenue tariff rather than a prohibitive 
rrotective tariff, is the kind Senator 
Bacon would like to have enacted, He 
fought to have the $2 duty on lumber 
placed in the Dingley law, and will 
now fight for its retention. 

On the lumber schedule the two sé¢n- 
ators from Georgia. take opposing 
views. Senator Clay is urging a ré- 
duction in the present duty, and says 
when the measure comes up in the 
senate. he may ever favor free lumber. 

Senator Bacon, on the contrary, s6ee 
no way to defeat the adoption of a re- 
publican high tariff. measure, and 
wishes to secure for the industries of 
Georgia and the south equal oppor- 
tunities in marketing their product 
that are allowed other sections under 
‘the operation of the tariff law. He 
favors free hides, but would put a low 
revenue duty on shoes, cotton bagging

Bacon on Lumber Duty. 

Senator Bacon, when asked what his 
attitude would be relative to the pro- 
posed reduction of the duty on lumbezs, 
replied: 

“Tl will endeavor to have the duty 
of $2 per thousand retained as it is 
found in the present tariff law. At the 
prevailing prices of lumber, $2 per 
thousand is only about !2 per cent ad 
valorem duty, and this, of course, is 
cnly a very low revenue rate of duty. 
It is true that every duty laid upon 
any imported article, however small 
that duty may be, necessarily operates 
in some degree as a protection to sira- 
ilar articles produced in the United 
States. In other words, the tariff duty 
thus laid on imports, although it may 
be solely intended to raise revenue, 
raises the prices of similar articles 
vroduced in this country, and to that 
extent is g benefit to the domestic pro-. 
ducer. This is the necessary effect of 
a tariff duty whatever may be the pur- 
pose in laying the duty.

recognized as revenue rates, and there 
are cther and higher rates of duty 
Which are recognized as prospective 
rates. Whatever rate is necessary to 
raise the revenue required by the gov- 
ernment is a revenue rate only. This 
rate of twelve per cent on lumber is 
far below the average rate of duties 
recognized as revenue duties. This fol- 
lows from the fact that it is a rate 
far below the averaage of the rates of 
duty the imposition of which is neces- 
Sary to raise the revenue required for 
the support of the government. It is 
conservatively estimated that in the ab- 
sence of any design or intention in a 
tariff law to promote tariff protection, 
it would require an average rate from 

nty-five to thirty per cent. of cus 
t duties in order to secure the 
par, of the revenue required from cus- 
t duties for the support of the gov- 
ernment. If this estimate is correct, 
any rate°of duty under twenty-five per 
cent is properly classed as a revenue 
duty, and not*as a protective duty, al- 
though. such a revenue tariff would ne- 
cessarily operate as a protection in that 
degree. 

“When thé present duty of $2 ‘per 
thousand on lumber was fixed in the 
present tariff law of i897, known as 
the Dingley act, I earnestly supported 
that rate of duty, not only by vote, but 
also by actively participating in the d¢- 
bate in the senate and advocated it 
at that time, contending then, as now, 
that it is only a revenue rate of duty. 
I still. think my position was then 
correct. . 

“The fundamental essential in every 
law is that, so far as possible, it shall 
be equal in its operation upon all. The 
most vicious feature of any law is a 
feature that makes such a law unequal 
its operation upon different people and 
different interests within its jurisdiction. 

Defects of Protective System. 

“The fatal defect in th® protective 


is that it is possible to make.it equal 
in its operation upon all people and all 


sections of the country. It is tmpos- 
Bible to so adjust and regulate the 
schedules of a protective tariff that 


equal burden shall, by it, be imposed 
upon all, and equal benefits be bestowed 
upon all. Varying conditions in the ar- 
ticles produced, and in the avocations of 
the people, make that an impossibility. 
In consequénce, when those who have 
the power to frame a law and ta de- 
termine its character, impose upon the

system, the best that those. can do who 
are opposed to the protective system, 
and to its unavoidable 
ties, is to endeavor 
relatively uniform in its operations 
throughout thé country so far as that 


to a revenue scale of duties. 

“If a strictly revenue tariff were be- 
ing framed, no one would consider it 
improper to lay a duty of $2 per thou- 
sand upon lumber, or if preferable, to 
lay upon the imports of lumber a duty 
of 12 or even 20 per cent ad valorem. 
If it is equally legitimate When a pro- 
tective tariff ig being framed to sup- 
port a strictly revenue duty of $2 per 
thousand on lumber; and those who 
believe in a ta for revenue only 
are not inconsistent in so doing. 
is our duty to protect our people from 
inequalities of the protective tariff 
law, in so far as we can do so in the 
support of duties which no one can 
deny are strictly revenue duties. 

“It would be an iniquitous law which 
would require a certain business to 
pay all of its expenses in gold, and 
also require it at the same time tp sel! 
its product at gold prices in 60 per 
cent depreciated currency. That 
would be no worse than to require an 
industry to pay its expense of pro- 
duction on the artificially high scale 
of protected prices, and also at the 
same time compel it to sell its prod- 
uct on the low scale of prices in the 
free markets of the world. This in- 


less degree against many people and 
against many industries by every pro- 
tective tariff law. 

Cotton Farmers Suffer. 

“The cotton planters of the south are 
harder hit by the inequalities and in- 
justice of the protective tariff than 
any other class of people in the Unit- 


ed States. Those who are now insist- 
ent that the - political solidarity of 
the south shall be broken, which 


means that it shaH, in whole or in 
part, begome republican; forget that 
the cardinal principle of the rep ublic- 
an party is the high protective tar. 
iff, which does this gross wreng to 
the leading industry of our section, 
upon the prosperity of which all other 
industries with us are dependent. 

“By those of my political faith, the 
evil of such inequalities cannot be 
entirely corrected without violating 
the principle which condemns the 
protective tariff; but the evil and the: 
injustice can be partially corrected by 
the imposition of strictly revenue du- 
ties on articles against which it is 
thus sbught to make discriminations. 


Cut High Protective Duties. 

“The tariff should be revised down- 
ward, but the cuts should be made upon 
the high protective duties, and not upon 
the duties which are already upon the 
revenue scale. 

“By every consideration of justice and 
equality the tariff should be limited 
to a revenue tariff: Then whatever sac- 
rifice the tariff law devolved upon any 
One would be for the Support of the 
government, and not for the enrich- 
ment of private interests. 

“The truth is that the necessary rev- 
enue duties upon an average scale of 
25 or 30 per cent imposed with rela- 
tive uniformity would furnish all the 
protection needed by any of the indus- 
tries of the country, even if the areu- 
ment in favor of such protection be 
conceded. All revenue duty above that 
required for the gupport of the govern- 
ment (while such excess as embodied 
in protective tariff laws is most ing@eni- 
ously defendeq by its advocates), is 
but a cunning scheme by which whole 
people ‘are ‘paying, every hour -of the 
day, an enormous tax to the compara- 
tive few who are the direct beneficiaries 
of the. protective rates of tariff. 

No Inconsistency Here, 

“One. does not yleld- his opposition to 
the iniquities of the protective system 
by thus supporting the imposition of 
revenue duties upon the scale required 
and absolutely necessary for the sup- 
port of the government. * 

“And having reference to Georgia in- 
terests, what I say as to tariff on lum- 
ber applies with equal force to the 
tariff on all other imported articles when 
Similar articles are produce in the 
State. . , 

“The lumber interest is one of the 
principal industries in the state. The 
question of its prosperity concerns not 
only those directly interested and en- 
gaged in that industry, the employers 
and the employed numbering in Geor- 
gia tené of thousands, but reaches: out 
to all having business relations With it. 
the bankers and factors, and merchants 
and supply men of all classes, including 
those who produce and those who sell 
such supplies, and the railroads and 
boats and ships that carry their product 
to market. To paralyze thelumber busi- 
ness in Georgia is to most seriously 
cripple every other business and inter- 
est having business relations with it. 

“What is true of the lumber business 
is equally true in greater or less degree 
of scores of other industries in the 
state.’’ 


Free Hides: Low Duty on Shoes. 

In response to the inquiry concerning 
the position he would take relative to 
| free hides, the senator replied that he 
did not favor the general proposition 
of free raw material. 

“The government,” he said, “is just 
as much entitled to a revenue on im- 
ports of raw material as it is upon im- 
ports of the manufactured or. finished 
article. And if there. is any benefit, di- 
rect or incidental, to result from the 
.laying of the tariff duty, the man who 
produces the raw material is as much 
entitled to be considered as is the man 
who takes that ray material and uses 


‘1it in producing, a: more finished article. 


The man who produces the raw hide is 
entitled to as much consideration as 
the man who tans-it and makes leather 
of it, and the man -who ‘tans it is- en- 
titled to as much consideration as the 
man who makes shoes out of the lea- 
ther. If the revenue interegts of the 
government will permit free shoes, then 
it will be all right to have free leather 
and free hides, but to put a high tarff 
on shoes and impose no tariff on hides 
is to give the shoe manufacturer double 
Protection by enabling him to buy his 
material low and sell his shoes arti- 
ficially high. While the present reve- 
nue duty on hides should be retained, 
the present high prot ve duty on 
shoes should be relatively reduced to a 
corresponding ‘reveniie scale of duty. In 
this way the prices of shoes can be 
properly cheapened to the consumers. 
“Whe same reasoning will apply in 
@reater or less degree in rega@ud to the 
| question of revenue tariff on other raw 
materials of which the south is a large, 
if not the principal, producer, and of 
which the factories, mainly in the 
north, are the large consumers. These 
highly protected industries desire a 
bigh protective tariff on their finished 
product while they demand that raw» 
material shall. be furnished to them free 
of duty. . .

CHILD LABOR LAWS 
GREATLY IN NEED 


Many Recommendations 
Made by: Conference. 


New Orleans, March 30.—The south- 
ern ohild labor conference, at its ses- 
sions here tonigiht, adopted resol utions 
embodying a number of: important rec- 
ommendations for legislation on the sub- 
ject of child labor in the south.

Tribute Paid by United States 
to Ensign Monaghan Kill- 
ed in Samoa. 


Washington, March $0,—Secretary 
of the Navy Meyer has directed that 
one of the torpedo boat destroyers re* 
cently authorized by congress shall be 
given the name “Monaghan,” in mem- 
ory of Ensign John Robert Monaghan, 
U. 8. N., who was killed in Samoa, on 
April |, 1699, by natives while engaged 
in a reconnaissance made by a com- 
bined force of British and Americans. 
Ensign Monaghan, who was from 
Washington state, was attached to the 
U. &. S&S. Philadelphia, then at Apia, 


Samoa. 

The followings an abstract from the 
official report of the occurrence made 
by the commanding officer of that ves- 


“It is in evidence most clear, that 
when Ensign Monaghan discovered that 
Lieutenant Lansdale was wounded he 
used his best edeavors to convey him 
to the rear, and seizing a rifie from a 
disabled man, made a brave defense, 
but undoubtedly he fell very shortly 
after joining him, and the hostile na- 
tives, flushed with success, bore down 
on our men in his vicinity. The men 
were not In sufficient numbers. to 
hold out any longer and they were 
forced along by a fire which it was im- 
posible to withstand. Ensign Meyed 
ghan did stand. He stood steadfast by 
his wounded superior and friend; one 
rifle against many-—one brave man 
against a score of savages. He knew 
he was doomed. He could not yield. 
He died in heroic performance of

FOR TAX RETURNS 


All Persons OwningProp- 
erty Today Must Pay 
_the Taxes on It. 


— | 


Today, March 31, is the day which 
has been fixed by Governor Smith and 
Comptroller General Wright as the 
basis for tax returns for 1909. 

In other words, all pérsons owning 
property today, real or personal, are 
liable for the taxes upon it. 

If you own a house and let today 
and sell it tomorrow, or even this af- 
ternoon. it will fall to you to pay the 
taxes on tt. If you sold it yesterday, 
that duty will fall upon the purchaser. 

It iu the same with all personal prop- 
erty. The man who is its owner to- 
day is Hable for. the taxes, even though 
he should sell or transfer it during 
the day. 

Of course, taxes due the state is a 
lien against the property itself, rather 
than against the individual, and the 
chief purpose in fixing this specific 
date of ownership as a basis for tax 
returns is to prevent tax frauds 
which are often accomplished by tem. 
porary transfers to parties living out. 
side the state, or not under its juris- 
diction. 

The law requires that the date as a 
basis for tax returns shall be fixed 
somewhere between January ! and 
April |. Receivers of tax returng all 
over the state have already been put 
on notice as to the day. and in most 
of the counties they will be ready 
to begin their work tomorrow. 


1909 School Money. 

Governor Smith has notified State 
School Commissioner Jere M. Poune 
to prepare his requisition upon the 
state for ten per cent of the schoo: 
fund for 1908, which is %225,000, the 
total appropriation for this year be- 
ing $2,250,000. i 

Commissioner Pound will prepare 
this requisition probably today, and 
Governor Smith will at once draw his 
warrant upon the treasury for the 
amount. 

State Treasurer Park said that he 
had enough money on hand to meet 
this payment. 

This new school money will be sent 
out probably the latter part of this 
week. It will be the first payment 
made on.the 1909 school fund.

“American capital will also be 
abundantly available. We are piling 
up new wealth, creating big surpluses, 
in this country each year in a won- 
derful manner. Much of this new 
wealth, many of these surpluses, will 
come into cotton mills in the southern 
states. New England has already 
perceived the situation, Much New 
England money is now in the southern 
states. 

$500,000,000 Waiting for South. 

“A conservative estimate would put 
it that the enormous sum of $600,000,- 
000 is turned in the direction of the 
south. As soon as its custodians have 
become assured of the permanence and 
safety of their new investments, as soon 
as they can get their bearings, so to 
speak, this moneg will begin to flow 
into your section.

Captain Raoul Will Ask 
Audience With Tenants 
Saturday. 


Captain W. G. Raoul, one of the lead- 
ing promoters of the Anti-Tuberculosis 
Association, which is maintaining a dis- 
pensary on the seventh floor of the 
Gould ‘building, and which the tenants 
have petitioned to have removed, will, 
on Saturday, asked for an audience with 
these tenants in an effort to demon- 


strate that the dispensary, instead of 
being a menace to the tenants, is really 
an did as a preventive of the spread of 
tuberculosis. 

' Following a conference with J. T. 
Holleman, manager of the building, 
Captain Raoul said: 

“tT don’t blame the other tenants at all 
for being nervous over this matter. They 
have not studied the question, I am sure, 
i have had a talk with Mr. Holleman 
and am going to get up facts and figures 
'to prove that the dispensary is in no 
sense @ menace to the public health or 
good of the other tenants; I am going 
to show there is less danger from it 
than from the street cars and streets of 
Atlanta. 

‘Probably on Saturday, I am going to 
ask for an audjence with those petition- 
ers and present these facts and figures. 
I am going to have them backed up by 
physicians. I believe that the petition- 
ers will then be convinced that there 


is no harm in our dispensary. 
“after the national tuberculosis ¢x- 


hibit here, next month, we are going to 
have a revelation in Atlanta in regard 
to tuberculosts. Of course, if the ten- 
.ants continue to object to the dispen- 
sary after we explein the situation we 
will have to move, but I don’t beldeve 
they will hold the same views after the 
showing.” 

Petition Asking Removal. 

This situation grew out of the petition 
presented to J. T. Holleman, manager 
of the Gould bullding, signed by twenty- 
nine tenante of the building, asking that 
the dispensary be removed. Their ob- 
jection to its location was based on the 
fact that all had to use-the elevator, 
and there is only one. The close con- 
tact, they urged, was prejudicia] to the 
good health of the tenants who were 
forced to ride up and down in the ele- 
vator with them. 

The free dispensary has been in opera- 

tion on the seventh floor of the Gould 
building for the past two years. Dur- 
ing all that time no ob}ections have 
been raised against it. 
‘rhe dispensary is an absolutely free 
institution and represents a specific local 
movement in the world-wide fight now 
being made to save society from the 
ravages of tuberculosis. Within its suc- 
cessful operation is bound up the safety 
and weitare of the whole city. Captain 
Raoul declares it would cost the associa- 
tion $1,000 to move now and that this 
would almost bankrupt it.

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THE INHERITANCE TAX WILL COME. 


There are causes which, despite the justice of it, may result in the 
failure of enactment by congress of the inheritance tax provision of the new 
tariff bill. 

in the event of such failure it may be accepted a8 beyond question that 
agitation for and probable early enactment of an eanerrahoe tax provision 
in Georgia will follow. 

Opposition to the proposed national inheritance tas is based not upon 
any lack of equity or justice; these are conceded. The attack is founded al- 
most wholly upon the ground that it would be an invasion of the preroga- 
tives of the states, this being a parsenier one which thirty-six of them have 
already preempted. 

‘There remain now but ten states which do not collect’ for their own 
support a tax upon inheritances. Georgia is one, perhaps the largest and 
wealthiest, of those which have as yet neglected to impose it. 

The constitutionality of it, equally with its. justice, must be wunassail- 
able, or thirty-six states, among them New York, which derives from it an- 
nualiy upwards of $6,000,000, could not have continued uninterruptedly to 
coulect it. 

There are already indications that strong, if not successful, opposition 
to the federal inheritance tax will come from those states now enjoying 
this income and who fear that it would constitute an encroachment upon 
their resources. . 

In other words, they fear a double tax imposed upon inheritances, one 


court decision where now the state tax is paid without question. 

Georgia has failen behind the progress of other: states in dealing with 
this question. 

if congress should fail to enact the inheritance tax provision at this 
session, this state shouid wait no longer. 

The legislature should take hold of it at its ‘coming session and mak2 
it part and parcel of the tax system of the state. 

With an already depleted treasury and ever-increasing demands upon 
it, Georgia is in need of some recouping source of income. 

Here is an equitable, just, tried and tested method which will add sev- 
eral hundred thousand-dollars every year to the state’s income. 

Georgia should go about collecting it: 

The terms of the proposed federal inheritance tax are more than rea- 
sonable. ‘They frovide a tax of 1 per cent on all inheritances from $10,000 
to $100,000; 2 per cent from $100,000 to $500,000, and 3 per cent on all 
above $5007000. Transfers are taxed. when made in contemplation of death 
or intended to, take. effect after death, and all transfers of estates over 


| $500 to indirect heirs -must pay. a tax of 5 per cent. Benevolent and char- 


itable bequests are exempted. 

This is, It may be considered, putting it mildly. 

_ The only danger of injustice, if there be any, arises out of such collec- 

tion both by states and the federal government. 

Evén then it is diffigult to see how large estates passed on to those who 
had no part in their accumulation would be unjustly impaired. 

Be that agit may, the inheritance tax is already here in. thirty-six 
states, and whether it comes through congressional or legislative action, 
sooner or later it is bound to come in Georgia.

Two automobiles were used to haul 
the following party: Mayor Maddox, 
City Engineer Clayton, Commissioner 
of Public Works Collfer. 
Huddleston, Councilman Cofield, Alder- 
man Pittman, . Official Stenograapher 
Dave Reid and Street Inspector D’Al- 
vigny. 

Mayor Maddox carried a rule and 
made personal measurements of the 
depth of the asphalt pavement on the 
two streets inspected, Whitehall and 
Peters. : 

The object of the committee was to 
ascertain the thickness of the asphalt 
and to learn, if possible, if the pave- 
ment had been of a proper thickness 
when first laid. 

The committee marked off certain 
Spots in the pavement which will here- 
after be taken up by the city engineer 
and the commissioner of public works 
and then measured by the committee.

to take them under the new law for 
work on their public roads. 

There are about !,400 to 1,500 convicts 
to be transferred to the counties, some 
$00 to 600 of the felony convicts being’ 


those counties which have been using 
short-term convicts for the last five 
years under the old law. 

There are approximately 2,000 misde- 
meanor convicts inthe state, possibiy 
-@ few more, and all of these will, of 
course, be worked on the public roads 
as well as state convicts. 

Thus by the end of the present week 
there will be 4,000 or more convicts at 
work building good roads in Georgia. 

The stimulus which the state’s action 
in distributing the convicts among the 
counties. for road work has given fo 
the good roads movement, promises re- 
sults that in a few years will be little 
short of marvelous. 

Counties Send for Convicts. 

Each county has sent its warden or 
deputy warden to the old lease ‘camp in- 
dicated in the order which has been 
forwarded it by the prison commission, 
to take over its allotment of convicts. 
They will be taken immediately @0 the 
county seat and placed fn the stockades 
which have been prepared for them 
and which many of the counties have 
had in use for years. 

Accompanying each squad of convicts 
will be one of the state’s guards, who 
is familiar with the 
and whose presetice will prove a greater 
guarantee of safety in transit. 

It is no easy matter to move 1,500 
convicts about over the state at the 
Same time, and some of them for con- 
siderable dist@nces. It will be a mira- 
cle ifitisdone without a single escape or 
any Other mishap, notwithstanding the 
fact that the greatest precautions have 
been taken to prevent this. 

Will Give Place to Free Labor. 

The’ disappearance of -the convicts 
from contract work for private parties 
means that their places will be taken 
by free labor. 

This means employment for about I,- 
500 free laborers, for it is generally un- 
derstood that all the enterprises which 
have been using convict labor will be 
continued as heretofore. Some of them 
have advertised that they propose so to 
continue, and will make their product 
with free labor. : aN 

Means Good Roads for Georgia. 

In addition to this the change means 
the greatest improvement in the public 
roads of the state’it has ever known 
within the same length of time. 

Out of 146 counties 105 will he ac- 
tively engaged in the construction of 
good roads. Some thirty or forty coun- 
ties have been engaged for years in 
g00d road building, while others have 
been contenting themselves with merely 
grading and packing their dirt roads. 

Now, Georgia is to have paved roads, 
and not only here and there, but, ulti- 
mately, across the state in both direc- 
tions. Counties have conferref® and 
agreed to work systematically and in 
harmony to the end of building con- 
necting roads, and these will connect 
with still other roads, resulting finally 
in well-paved highways in some in- 
Stances 200 and 300 miles in length. 

Fulton county will get 107 sonvicts 
under the regular distribution in addi- 
tion to which she will take sixt}-five 
white convicts, the latter having been as- 
signed to this county since it has been 
found impossible to put them on a 
farm. for the present. Richmond and 
DeKalb will take the balance of the 
white convicts, these counties being 
equipped with separate barracks to take 
care of them apart from the negroes.

Suggested White Gonvicts 
May Stay on Public Roads 


| If Experiment With ‘Them on 


Road Work Is a Success, 
Why Should They Not Stay 


Much Sentimentality.

Now that it has been determined that 
the white convicts of the state must go 
temporarily on the public roads, be- 
cause of the failure of agreement be- 
tween Governor Smith and the prison 
commission relative to the purchase of 
‘a farm, the question ts being asked, 
why should they not ggay there and 


ing a high-priced fqrm? 

This view of the matter was-in con- 

siderable favor in the discussion at the 
capitol following the governor's action 
in disapproving the commission's rec- 
Oommendation. 
‘“The good people of Georgia are tired 
of this maudlin setitimentality which is 
trying to force the view that the white 
convicts are too good to work on the 
public roads,” said a prominent south 
Georgian, and a former judge of the 
superior court, while on a visit to the 
capitol. 

“I have heard a good many of them 
talk about it, and I know the feelings, 
at least in my section: If a man com- 
mits a crime’ he must be’ condemned 
under the law to hard labor, and there 
is better reason to my mind why that 
labor should be expended upon the pub- 
lic roads of the state than that the 
state should engage in agricultural pur- 
suits.” 

Many Share This View. 

From the talk that. comes from many 
sections of the state there appears to 
be ‘no doubt that this view is somewhat 
generally shared. 

The peopte, of course, want the con- 
“victs ‘treated humanely and properly; 
and there is no reason, it is said, why 
that cannot be done just as well on the 
public roads as on a farm. 

A well-known state officlal, discussing 
the matter, said there was no doubt in 
his mind, after a careful perusal of the 
new.law, that it contemplated the pur- 
chase $f a prison farm only in the event 
there was'a number of convicts which 
could not be disposed of after the coun- 
ties and municipalities of the state had 
been given all they cared to take, 
though the matter was left almost en- 
tirely in the discretion of the commis- 
sion. 

The law, he said, contemplated that 
the counties should be given all of th@ 
convicts they wanted for road work; 
after that municipalities should be per- 
mitted to take them at $109 a year each: 
then, with the lease system gone, if 
ythere were any left they were to be put 
upon a farm. 

But Counties Took Them All. 

As a matter of fact. however, the 
counties took them all. There were not 
enough to supply the demand, and as 
for the white convicts, who must be 
housed and worked separately from 
the negroes, the largér counties of the 
state which are prepared to take them, 
took them eagerly when it was found 
they could be secured, and stated they 
would be glad to get more. 

This was the attitude of Fulton, Rich- 
mond and DeKalb counties, it is stated? 
to which the white convicts now in the 
lease camps, about 150 in numbers, will 
be turned over this week. 

Fortunate for the State. 

Not a few of the state officials and a 
number of well-known Georgians who 
have visited the capitol] recently view 
as “fortunate for the state” that the 
opportunity came, through the dis- 
agreement between the governor and 
the commission for making a test case 
of putting the white convicts on the 
roads... 
| If the experiment proves a. SUCCESS, 
they’ say. why not keep them on the 
1roads?. There they can be just as well 
cared for as on a state farm, and they 
will be doing. a. service of permanent 
value to the communities in which 
they are at work, as well as to the 
whole state. 

Would Prove a Big Saving. 

In view of these facts, the question 
is asked, why should the state spend 
$80,000 to $90,000 for a farm for the 
white convicts, when they can just as 
well, and as advantageously, be kept 
on the public roads. 

It has even been suggested that, in 
view of the accepted purpose of the 
law. that a farm was to be purchased 
only in the event the state had on 
hand convicts it could.not dispose of 
to the counties, the legislature may 
take a hand in the matter, and amend 
the law so as to provide for the pur- 
chase of such a farm only in the event 
it becomes necessary as the result of 
the accumulation of surplus convicts 
of which the state cannot dispose. 

The idea of the purchase of a farm 
for the white convicts, it is said, orig- 
inated with Chairman J. 8. Turner, of 
the prison commission, as a result of 
thé fact that the small! counties of the 
state did not want to take a few 
white convicts which would have made 
it necessary for them to build an en- 
tirely separate barracks and £0 to | 
larro expense to maintain them sep- | 
arate from the negroes. 

‘It has since developed that thege 
white convicts can be easily disposed 
of to the larger counties, and that rea- 
son for the purchase of an expensive 
a has disappeared. 

The only reason that remains is one 
of sentiment, and if there is anything 
in the signs of the timos, that senti- 
_— appeats to be rapidly disappear- 
ns. 


Still Leoking for a Farm. 

Notwithstanding this, members of 
the prison commission state they are 
Still looking for a suitable farm. 

Commissioner Wiley Williams stated 
that the commission will, as soon as 
the transfer of convicts and the par- 
don docket are disposed of, which will 
take about two weeks, make further 
investigation with a view to de- 
termining whether it can find a better 
farm than the Wimberly place. 

“We will xo right along with the in- 
spection of other farms,” he said, “and 
if we can find one that we consider 
answers the state’s purposes as we ses 
it, we shall recommend it to the gov- 
ernor for purchase.”

IN EARLY SESSION 


But Realizing Reaamee Heavy 
and Market Closed About 
Lowest of Day. .* 


New . York, March 30.—After an 
early a@vance, the cotton market was 
Jess active and somewhat reactionary, 
but recessions ‘were comparatively 
slight, and the general tone was steady, 
with the close steady, net one point 
lower to one poift higher. 

The market opened steady at an ad- 
vance of 2@4 points and sold 3 to 6 
points net higher during the eariy ses- 
sion, On better cables than expected 
foreign buying, local covering and a re- 
newal of the outside demand noted 
yesterday. The.advance took May up to 
9.66 and October to 9.29, or just about 
25 to 35 points above the low level of 
last week, and at those figures realiz- 
‘ing was heavy. It was estimated that 
one of the leading spot interests took 
profits on fully 15,000 of May and Oc- 
tober during the first hour, and while 
offerings were very well taken, prices 
gradually eased off to within a point or 
two of last night’s finals, with the 
market becoming less active and buyers 
less aggressive. The close was at prac- 
tically the lowest point of the day. Re- 
ports of a better spot demand and from 
New Orleans, and the apparent willing- 
ness of Southern spot markets to follow 
the advance in futures, together with 
renewed claim of winter drought in 
Texas and private cables claiming an 
improvement in trade in Manchester 
were sustained ffactors. It is reported 
that the average rainfall] at 56 points 
in Texas for the months of December, 
January and February has been only 
28 of an inch, compared with 2.14 3-4 
inches last year, and a normal fall of 
3.53 inches, while the rainfall reported 
this month is claimed by bulls to have 
been only sufficient to make possible 
the preparation of the soil without ma- 
terially modifying the season in _ the 


ground.

THEY TOOK SURVEY 
OF THE POSITION 


Stock Operators Into 


Sudden Activity of the 
Past Few Days. 


‘New Yotk, March 30.—The speculative 
a@dvance came to a pause in the stock 
market today, and there was a general 
disposition to take a survey of the posi- 
tion and seek light on the sources and 
motives of the sudden activity ‘which 
Sprang up on Saturday and continued 
yesterday. Under seemingly capaoie 
and skillful leadership, the profit-taking 
sales were not pushed at the expense 
of prices, but were constantly renewed 
when the market strength became suf- 
ficient to absorb the selling. When the 
realizing had begun to affect prices and 
to cause a drooping tendency, some in- 
fluential stock was. picked out for a 
demonstration of strength with a view 


j to the sentimental effect on the tone of 
54% [the market, 


Brie was the first choice 
for this purpose and the strong state- 
ment of the road’s earnings tor Febru- 
ary wag pointed to as justification for 
the rapid rise in that stock. The large 
gain in the net earnings for the month 
contributed the claims that the road 
was definitely safe from danger of a re- 
ceivership, whatever the fate of the 
financial plan under its conditional ap- 
Proval by the public service commis- 
sion. The movement in Drie had the 
additional advantage of conforming to 
the expected early return to Wall street 
of E. H. Harriman, as he is credited 
with a special interest in the fate of 
Erie. St. Paul was the next favorite 
oi the supporters: of the market, its 
rise follwing aseértions that the Pa- 
cific coast extension is practically com- 
pleted and capable of early earning 
power commensurate with outlay of 
capital which has been madé in the 
building. The professional followers of 
the market found themselves less able 
to find explanation for the rise in United 
States Steel, which came next in order, 
although the fact that the shairman of 
the board of directors, together with 
other “influenttal steel mén ‘were re- 
ported to have appeared yesterday be- 
fore the senate -committee on finance in 
Washington in connection with the iron 
schedules of the tariff bill 


might explain. Other iron and steel 
stocks were affected, to some extent, 
in sympathy with the movement in the 
United States Steel stocks. The profit-. 
taking sales were - pushed steadily 
throughout the session, although the 
general jist at. no time followed the ad- 
vance in selected stocks in a compre- 
hensive manner. The news factors re- 
lied on to influence stocks were mostly 
the same, which were used yesterday, 
but with a waning influence. The 
Balkan situation settlement, for in- 
Stance, although its great importance 
to financial markets, was as fully real- 
ized as yesterday, had lost part of its 
force. The price of copper was marked 
up again on the stock exchange in that 
metal in New York, but copper and 
smelting stocks were heavy. The esti- 
mated condition of the winter wheat 
crop, coming from a private expert, gave 
a mtage disappointingly low, but 
the reservations accompanying the es- 
timate left confidence unimpaired in 
the improving condition of that crop. 
Stocks at the close of the day were 
showing less response to the support 
than at any other time.
